FAMILY ON HOLIDAY TRIP 


A motor trio into the country ended in 
tragedy yesterday for Henry C. Gordee, his 
Wife, and two children. Their automobile 
was struck by a Burlington train at Brook- 
field, III. Both children were instantly 
killed. Mr. and Mrs. Gordee may not re- 
cover. 


The party set out from their residence at 
5633 West Ontario street, Austin, early in 
the morning for a day’s outing in the coun- 
try, after loading the machine with filled 
lunch baskets. They were on the way home 
in the evening when the accident happened. 


Hid from View by Trees. 

As the car approached the Burlington 
tracks the train that was to end the holiday 
in tragecy was hid from Mr. Gordee by a 
row of tall poplar trees. August Holtze, a 
temporary flagman who has been stationed 
at the crossing to guard against a repetit'un 
of a similar accident of last year, came for- 
ward, waving his flag. The driver apparently 
did not see him. The car plunged on to the 
tracks and to destruction. : 

Warned too late by the thundering of 
wheels on rails, Mr. Gordee tried to shift 
his gears to high speed. The automobile 


tracks, and the next instant car and occnu- 
pants were whirled aloft on the nose of the 
engine. 

Mr. Gordee and his wife were tossed 
twenty-five feet into a ditch. One of the 
children, a 8 months old baby, was throwr 
rorty feet. Helen, 3 years old, the other 
daughter, was pinned under the wreckage. 


Unaware of Children’s Fate. 

By the time the train had backed up and a 
relief party, of passengers and trainmen had 
done what they could for the victims, the 
condition of Mrs. Gordee had become such 
that it was thought she was dying. The en- 
gineer at first refused to move his train with- 
out orders, and it was fifteen minutes before 
the pleas of passengers prevalied. 

Father and mother, both unconscioug and 
unaware of the fate of the children, were 
taken to the Thornton Villa sanitarium at 
La Grange. 

The watchman, who was on duty at the 
time of the accident, was August Holes. He 
was appointed to guard the crossing after the 
fatal accident last Baster, when Mrs. Mary 
Burcest was killed and her son-in-law, N. F. 
Hill, was seriously injured.

NO SIGN OF A BREAK 
IN THE TORRID WAVE. 


Statement last night by the Weather Chief 
in Washington. : 

**The present hot wave is more ex- 
tensive and more intense than any in 
our records. It affects almost all of 
the Mississippi valley and the east. 

There is no immediate relief in sight. 
The hot wave is caused by an abnor- 
mally high barometric pressure over 
the Atlantic Ocean. This condition 
has existed since June 13. , 

Nothing like it in intensity has been 
known to meteorological science in the 
experience of the students of this 
generation. 


Twenty-seven persons died in Chicago yes- 
terday as the direct result of the intense heat. 
It was next to the hottest day recorded in 
Chicago's history, the mercury reaching 102 
degrees above zero. In July, 1001, the mer- 
cury went to 103 and in the same month also 
registered 102. Aside from the deaths from 
heat scores were Overcome and many were. 
reported near death as a result. * 

The number ot babies who died as a result 
of the heat could not be estimated with any , 
degree of accuracy last night. Burial per- 
mits were issued for thirty-six infants yes- 
terday. The number of these who would have 
lived if the weather had beep cool is of course 
impossible to compute, 

The mercury remained at its high mark for 
more than an hour. The official street level 
temperature at the Federal building was 104 
above. At Aa. m. the mercury showed 90°

Six 
were burned by powder, twenty-one were lin- 
jured by fireworks, two by cannon, and five

Crackerless Fourth in New York. 

New Yorkers met at the city hall and cele- 
brated a crackeriess Fourth. There was 
speechmaking in the comparative coolness of 
the building, when the mayor and his official 
family observed the hundredth birthday of 
the city hall. There was a parade in which 

j silk robed Chinese, Italians in close fitting 

red uniforms, stiff skirted Greeks, tawny 
haired Scandinavians, Japanese baseball 
players, Indians in feathered headdress, 
bare-kneed Tyroleans, messengers of peace 
from The Hague, and a Chinese dragon with 
twenty-five men to manage its writhings 
were mingled. 

And then in the heat of the reviewing stand 
there was more speechmaking of a brief, 
wilted collar sort, much singing, and a whole 
lot of cheering. But not orice was fire set to 
gunpowder. In the evening, however, at the 
several parks rockets and Roman candles 
were set off under careful supervision. 


Washington Has No Casualties. 

The third safe and sane “ celebration of 
Independence day in the national capital 
came to a close without a single death and 
with no injuries as a result of the observance 
of the day. Thousands gathered on the White 
House ellipse to witness a brilliant display of 
fireworks, which was followed by the illurmi- 
nation of Pennsylvania avenue from the 
treasury building to the capitol. 

The program for the day, which eliminated 
all promiscuous bomb shooting and pyrotech- 
nic displays, opened in the morning with pa- 
triotic exercises before the district building. 
Day fireworks in the White House lot fol- 
lowed. In the playgrounds throughout the 
city myriads of children participated in the 
observance, and band concerts were held in 
the parks. 

Baltimore never had a saner or hotter 
Fourth. The law against explosives was 
rigidly enforced and it was a novel experi- 
ence. Pageantry, decorations, and illumina- 
tions took the place of dangerous explosives. 
Lord Baltimore, Margaret Brent, and other 
historical characters sailed up the Patapsco 
‘Tiver on the Ship of History, accompanied by 
a naval pageant, and great band concerts and 
safe fireworks displays in public parks con- et 
cluded the program. . 


Old Style Fourth Shown by Float. 

A feature of the pageant through decorated 
streets was a float on which. the old style 
Fourth was represénted by Mephistopheles 
seated ip flery surroundings luring children 
on with giant firecrackers and grinning over 
wounded victims. 

In contrast was the representation of a safe 
and sane Fourth, with children attired as 
flowers on a picnic with Uncle Sam. The 
suffragists also had a part in the show. 

Tacoma, Wash. observed Independence 

day by breaking away from stereotyped 
ideas. There was a huge parade of military 
and civic organizations in the morning, ath- 
letic exercises in the stadium in the after- 
moon, and at night band concerts and a re- 
view of troops. The only fireworks were set 
off from boats in the bay, but in full view of 
those in the stadium. 

In San Francisco, because of stringent 
police rules against toy pistols, few accidents 

to children were reported. It was the quiet- 
est Fourth known for years. The victims of 
the two accidents reported were small boys 

‘who, in lieu of dangerous firtécrackers, at- 
tempted to produce noise with pistols.

In Cleveland, which was the first large city 
to forbid all kinds of fireworks, the third

Federal Bureau Chief Says 


Heat Wave Is Greatest in 
Extent Ever Known. 


DEATHS IN MANY CITIES. 


Reports Tell of Seores of Places 
Where Mereury Tops the 
Hundred Mark. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., July 4.—[{Special.}—The 
Weather conditions prevailing in the country 
are regarded as extraordinary by the of- 
ficiale of the government weather bureau. 
The causes of the phenomena are little under- 
stood and the fdrecastérs cannot tell when 3 
change will materialize. 

“The presént hot wave is more extensive 
and more intense than any in our records,” 
said Chief Forecaster Edward H. Bowie to- 
might. It is safe to say it is unprecedented 
in extent, duration, and degree of beat as 
far back as the records of the bureau go. 
It affects almost all of the Mississippi valley 
and the eastern section of the country. There 
has been no break in this heat wave since it 
first déveloped, and in couptiess localities in 
the area affected the highest temperetures 
registered in more than a generation have 
been recorded. 

‘Early Relief Not Expected, 

There is no immediate relief in sight and 
there is no prophesying when 4 break will 
come. The hot wave is caused by a high 
barometric pressure over the Atlantic ocean. 
That is a natural summer condition. There 
Always is a high barometric pressure over 
the Atlantic at this time of the year, but thie 
year it is abnormally high. 

“Nothing like it in intensity hae been 
known to meteorological science in the ex- 
perience of the students of this generation. 
This intensely high pressure has existed over 

the Atlantio ever since June 18. That condi- 
tion causes hot weather along the Atlantic 
seaboard and as far inland as Kansas and 
similarly situated states in the Missiesippi 
valley. So long as that High pressure over 
the Atlantic continues the weather will con- 
tinue hot. Farther west the weather has 
been cooler, for there conditions are con- 
trolled by the presssure over the Pacific. 

“The high barometric pressure over the 
Atlantic is caused by the movement of het 
currents from the torrid zone, but why this 
condition should be intensified so remarkably 
this year as compared with other seasons is 
Bot fully understood. 


—— 

HEAT OVER WHOLE COUNTRY. 

Torrid heat continued to oppress all of 
the country east of the Rocky mountains yes- 
terday and its fatal effects were augmented 
by the fact that the people were enervated 
by the previous hot days. 

In all of the larger cities there were many 
deaths, and the number of persons who were 
prostrated ran into the scores. New York 
was the worst sufferer in this respect, al- 
though the temperature there was lower than 
in many places. 

One peculiar fact in connection with the 
great heat wave is that the south is exempt 
to a large extent. In only two cities in the 
gulf states did the thermometer register 
above &. The southwest, even as far as El 
Paso, Tex, also fared better than did most of 
the states in the northern half of the Missis- 
sippi valley and along the North Atlantic

GOT FUNDS FOR SEMINARY, 


When Pastor at Keokuk He Cam- 
paigned to Save Institute. 


Willis Green Craig, 2312 North Halsted 
street, for thirty years professor of theology 
at the McCormick Theological seminary; died 
yesterday at the age of 77. He was regarded 
as one of the leaders in t country of the 
Presbyterian church, in which he was a 
clergyman for fifty years. 

In 1808 Dr. Craig was moderator of the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian church 
and presidd at the celebrated trial of Dr. 
C. A. Briggs for heresy. 

He became pastor of the First .resbyterian 
church of Keokuk, Ia., immediately after his 
graduation from the Danville, Ky., Theologi- 
cal seminary in 1861. 

It was during his pastorate at Keokuk that 
Dr. Craig raised $50,000 for the McCormick 
semin and saved it from the necessity of 
clos its door for lack of funds. After ten 
years of service as a director of the McCor- 
mick seminary he became a professor in the 
institution and remained as such till his 
death. He intended resigning a year ago, 
but was persuaded to remain another year.

Germany Sends Warship to Aga- 
dir to Relieve an Old Gunboat. 


WILL USE WIRELESS OUTFIT. 


French Vessels Under Orders to Sail, 
but Destination Concealed.

BERLIN, July 4.—It was definitely an- 
nounced today that; Germany has sent a 
larger and newer warship to Morocco to re 
lieve the obsolete old gunboat Panther, whose 
presence at Agadir has stirred. the capitals 
of France, Spain, and England. 

The protected cruiser Berlin, of 3,250 tons 
and a speed of twenty-three knots an hour, 
sailed from Kiel for Agadir on July 1 and is 
expected to arrive in Moreccan waters to- 
day. The Panther, after ten years’ foreign 
service, will return to Wilhelmshaven for re- 
pairs. 


The Berlin is equipped with wireless apara- 
tus, which it is expected will be found useful 
In view of the isolation of Agadir from tele- 
graphic communication. 


Two French Cruisers Ready. 

PARIS, July 4—A news agency dispatch 
from Toulon says two cruisers have been 
ordered to get ready to sail immediately.

RIOTOUS DAY IN MANCHESTER. 


Striking Car Men, Aided by Toughs, 
Attack Drivers of Wagons in 
Cotton Factory City.

MANCHESTER, July 4.—Striking car men, 
reinforced by the city’s toughs, held up the 
cotton capital's business today, A mob 
estimated at between 8,000 and 10,000 over- 
turned wagons, scattering eggs, fruit, and 
the like in the streets.

LONDON, July 5.—In th house of lords this 
afternoon the Marquis of Lansdowne, leader 
of the opposition, moved the official amend- 
ments to the veto bill. 

The amendments provide for the exclusion 
from the operation of the bill of legislation 
relating to Irish home rule for ae joint sitting 
in case of a disagreement between the two 
houses and for a referendum tothe country in 
other cases. a 

The marquis argued that without such sate- 
guards, the crown, church, and the liberty: 
of every institution or the country would be 
at the mercy of a majority of the house of 
commons, which might be representative ofa 
minority of the electors. 

Lord Morley, the spokesman of the govern- 
Ment, announced that the government could 
not possibly accept the amendments. 

‘The evening wae spent in the discussion of 
rd Lansdowne’s amendment to exclude 
home rule from the operation of the veto 
bill. He contended that the referendum was 
the only reasonable method of discovering 
whether the country desired home rule for 
Ireland. 

Lord Morley declared that the government 
could not accept the amendment and argued 
that home rule was before the country at the 
last election. 

Division on the question will be taken 
tomorrow.

KING REVIEWS BOY SCOUT 


George Inspects 35,000 Youths 
Drawn from All Kingdom. 


DRILL AND SING HYMNS. 


Baden-Powell, Founder of Body, in 
Command at the Maneuvers, 


WINDSOR, England, July 4.—King George, 
accompanied by Queen Mary and surrounded 
by distinguished officers of the navy and 
by other members of the royal family, re- 
viewed in Windsor park today an army of 
85,000 boy scouts, gathered from all parts 
of the United xingdom and from some of the 
colonies. 

Drawn up in a large semi-circle in front 
of the royal inclosure, the boys, dressed in 
the universally adopted scouts’ uniform ef 
blue, khaki, or gray, with flat brimméd khaki 
hats and brilliant neckerchiefs of various 
hues, formed a picturesque parade. 

They were formed in eight divisions, the 
place of honor being occupied by 2,000 king's 
scouts, who were selected from the various 
troops as the most efficient, and made a 
guard of honor for the king.

Substituted for Methods 
Which Now Rule.

Kansan Tells How People Are 
Made Victims of Monopoly 
in Shipping. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., July 4.—[Special.]— 
Sensational facts which may result in the 


_ gbolition of express companies and the crea- 


tion of a satisfactory parcels post are cer- 
tain to be produced from the investigation 
Which the interstate commerce commission 
bas ordered into the express business. 

Practically every other line of big busti+ 
ness has been subject to governmental scru- 
tiny, but, for some reason, the express com- 
panies have escaped. That these agencies of 
transportation fear an investigation and the 
exposure consequent therefrom was shown 
by their action on June 30 in filing with the 
interstate commerce commission new and 
lower rates to take effect on Aug. 1. 

No member of congress has taken a more 
active interest in the parcels post legislation 
than Victor Murdock of Kansas. He was 
the first to urge the enactment of a prohibi- 
tion for the carrying of mall matter by ex- 
press companies, a service from which the 
@eompany realized millions of dollars. 


Express Companies Illegal? 

At the outset,” he said today, it may 
be said that it is doubtful whether any ex- 
press company has the legal right to exist. 
It isa preferred shipper, enjoying the fruits 
ef special rates, rebates, and the identical 
discriminations which the country has strug- 
gied a quarter of a century to correct. 

“The citizen who would offer the express 
rate for the transmission of a package, and 
effer it directly to the railroad, would dis- 
cover that in that instance the railroad was 
mot a common carrier. The railroad would 
refuse to carry the package for the indi- 
vidual for any such rate. For the rail- 
road has a private and, in effect, a secret ar- 
rangement by which the exprese company 
is to have a monopoly of all small package 
business. 

The arrangement, in its most usual form, 
provides that the railroad and the express 
companies shall divide the receipts from the 
express transactions, the express company 
getting from some railroads 40 per cent, 
from others 50, and from still others 60. The 
maximum, apparently, is 60 per cent. 


Roads Exact Certain Sum. 

“ At the other end is a minimum charge by 
the r dad upon the express company. This 
minimum seems to be fixed and arbitrary. By 
it the railroad says to the express company: 
* You must pay ue this much money whether 
vou earn it or not.’ There is probably much 
Buncombe in this minimum, for it is secret. 
And so long as it is secret it is pure nonsenge 
to talk of posting express rates publicly. 

“The railroads prefer the express com- 
penies over other shippers also by making 
the charge on a 100 pound freight package 
e least charge. This piece of sleight of 
hand may not be apparent at first sight. If 
@ package weighing fifty pounds paid a less 
rate than a package weighing 100 pounds, in- 
stead of the same rate, more fifty pound 
packages would go by freight. Buta forty, 
fifty, sixty, seventy pound package by freight 
is made to pay as much as a 100 pound pack- 


“This naturally throws business to the ex- 
press companies. And it has a world to do 
with permitting the large shipper to tighten 
his strangle hold on the smaller dealers.” 


Remedy Hard to Obtain. 

What remedy can be devised to correct 
this situation?” Mr. Murdock was asked. 

“A public man like Andrew Jackson would 
probably not hesitate to wipe out the ex- 
press business as an illegal excrescence. 
However, in the absence of Andrew Jackson, 
and with the necessity of depending upon the 
investigation of the interstate commerce 
commission, we should understand that so 
long as the express companies are permitted 
to be in partnership with the railroads there 
will be little ifany remedy. 

The same observation applies to the gov- 
ernment’s relations to the express companies. 
On small packages of merchandise up to four 
pounds the government enjoys a monoply of 
carriage. But the postoffice department does 
pot employ its monopoly. The express com- 
panies are permitted to carry any size pack- 
age in competition with the government ex- 
cept letters. 

“The government rate on merchandise, 
limited to four pounds, is 16 cents a pound. 
This enormous and outrageous charge of64 
cents for a four pound package virtually cuts 
the government out of the business. It gets 


only $7,000,000 annually from merchandise 


postage out of total postage receipts of $250,- 
000.000.“

“It is said this Canadian reciprocity 
agreement is made wholly at/the expense 
of the farmers, and only in the interest of 
those who would have farm products at @ 
less price, to wit, the wage earners of the 
large cities. It is my own judgment that the 
reciprocity agreement will not greatly re- 
duce the cots of living, if at all. 

“Tt will, however, steady prices by enlarg- 
ing the reservoir of supplies for those things 
that are raised in both countries, and it will 
make more remote the possibility of corner- 
ing commodities and extorting excessive 
prices for them from the public. 


Benefits Overlooked by Farmers. 
Farmers who have not broadly considered 
the subject in all its bearings have over- 
loolged the benefits arising from a more ex- 
tended field of supply which will accrue to the 
small farmer throughout the central and east- 
ern states, whose expanding possibilities in 
dairying, fruit raising, stock conditioning, 
and other specialized forms of farm life 
have reduced his productive capacity in the 
raising of grains and hay, and who is becom- 
ing among the best of customers for hay, 
corn, oats, and mil] feeds—the products of 
the farmer of tbe west and southwest. 
These smaller farmers—and their num- 
ber is large and constantly increasing—will 
be benefited by the greater measure of uni- 
formity of cost and assured regularity of 
supply through reciprocity. 
“Indiana is fairly representative of the 
states of the middle west in its relation to 
Canadian reciprocity. Its consumers will ben- 
efit by the remission of duties on food prod- 
ucts and by the remission of the duties on 
fish, and they will share in the advantages of 
the $1,600,000 remission of duties on the

SAYS DR. ELIOT 


President Emeritus of Har- 
vard Calls Declaration of 
Independence Untrue. 


CITES CASE OF FILIPINOS. 


Rights to Life, Liberty, and Hap- 
piness Are Alienable in Prac- 
tice, He Asserts. 


Boston, Mass., July 4-—[Special.]—Dr. 
Charles W. Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard university, delivered a remarkable ora - 
tion at the patriotic exercises in Faneuil hall 
this afternoon. He declared that all men are 
not created equal nor have they any inalien- 


able rights to life, liberty, and the pursuft of 
happiness. Dr. Eliot reviewed the Deciara- 


tion of Independence, saying: 

“The Declaration of Independence made 
some general affirmations which were not of 
English origin and have never been untver- 
sally accepted by political philosophers, but 
which nevertheless have had great influence 
on the policies and aspirations of the people 
of the United States. 

“The statement that all men are created 
equal is manifestly not true in every sense. 
Men are not born equal in capacities, powers, 
or dispositions, and under a régimeof liberty 
the inborn diversities of capacity and cher- 
acter in different individuals increase as life 
goes on and inevitably produce great inequal- 
ities in regard to property and genera! con- 
ditions of life. 

Says Rights Are Alfenable. 


„ Neither have all men any inallenable 
rights’ to He, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. We and all preceding generations 
have constantly seen men deprived of liberty, 
the free pursuit of happiness and even of life. 

Moreover, we Americans have often been 
in doubt whether government really does 
derive its powers from the consent of the 
governed; for we have seen in power mi- 
nority governments as results of elections, 
and also governments under elective forms 
which were really governments by force. 

„We ourselves at this moment are gov- 
erning the Filipinos without their consent. 


Cites Industrial Rule. 

“New interference with the ‘inalienable 
rights of man—with his liberty and his pur- 
suit of happiness—is industrial government 
which now affects the daily lives of men and 
women more immediately and intensely than 
political government does. 

“Its great power is derived from capital 
amassed in amounts which equal the capit al- 
ized income of many political governments, 
such as the American states and cities, and 
placed in the hands of a few managers or 
rulere who aregenerally able and experienced 
men serving for long terms. 

“If a new declaration of independence 
were written today it would deal chiefly 
with social and industrial rights. The ex- 
traordinary dependence of each individual 


means of transportation have developed 
throughout society, did not exist in 1776, and 
the collective action of the community which 
now so frequently overrides individual rights 
had not yet been imagined. 


His View of Independence Day. 

“The Fourth of July should always be 
called Independence day, for it commem- 
orates a bold public act by competent repre- 
sentatives of a people extraordinarily in- 
dependent in their habits of thought and 
life. They never indulged, however, in the 
foolish rudeness which later has often found 
expression in the phrase ‘I’m as good as 
you.” That was not their kind of inde- 
pendence. 7 
“How different is the tuation of the 
American people today. Dependence on 
wages or salaries is the rule instead of the 
exception. 

“The huge monopolistic industrial com- 
binations, the combinations among financial 
institutions, which put great masses of cap- 
ital within the control of a few persons, and 
the large scale retail establishments, in, 


which captains are few and subordinetes 
many, all tend to diminish the personal inde- 
pendence of the average man or woman.”

Patients’ Testimony Today. 


CHARGE OF ORUELTY MADE. 


Alta Itter Allegations Against Four 
Employes to Be Sifted. 


Insane patients sufficiently lucid to realize 
What goes on about them are to be called as 
witnesses in a unique court of inquiry that 
the county civil service commission will open 


The purpose ts to establish the truth or 
prove the falsity of the charges of cruelty 
Preferred against four of the experienced 
women attendants by à recent recruit trom 
Michigan. The accuser yesterday reiterated 
the charges, though she still declined te put 
them in writing or take oath, and the ac- 
cused singly and unitedly declared there is 
no foundation for them, so there is nothing 
for the authorities to do but quiz the patients 
themselves. 

Then Peter Bartzen, president of the board 
of county commissioners, appreciated the 
impracticability of having the witnesses go 
to the trial board's rooms in the county 
San ie decided to send the commission

3 esses, an act which is unprece- 
Those Who Are Accused. 

The accused are: 

Miss Mary Morgan, connected with the in- 
stitution since Sept. 26, 1908. 

Miss Elia Dillon, an attendant there since 
Jan. 28, 1910. 

Miss Mary E. Curin, who first went to work 
there on May 1, 1908. 

Miss Hattie Solefsky, who was hired on 
April 12, 1910. 

The charges, which are made by Miss Alta 
Itter, who began her employment at Dun- 
ning on March 18, this year, include general 
slugging, ice water baths, choking, bending 
back thumbs, twisting wrists, and pulling the 
hair of patients. She made the charges by 
word of mouth to Mr. Bartzen when he visited 
the institution in the absence of Supt. J. P. 
Pecival last Sunday afternoon. Mr. Bartzen 
wrote the names of the accused in his note- 
book and on Monday directed Dr. Pecival to 
have Miss Itter swear to the charges, but 
the young woman refused. 


Refused to Give Their Names. 

She refused to give Dr. Pecivil the names of 
the women she named to the board president, 
and declined to indicate which patients had 
been abused or tell the date the alleged mal- 
treatment is said to have oceurred. Part 
of Dr. Pecivil's instructions were to suspend 
the accused. 

Dr. Pecivil was in a predicament yester- 
day morning and phoned to Mr. Bartzen for 
further advice. First the board president 
told the superintendent to suspend the ac- 
cused anyhow, but on reflection he changed 
his mind and decided to postpone suspension 
until the inquiry was made by the civil 
service commission right on the ground. Last 
night Mr. Bartzen declared Miss Itter would 
either have to substantiate the charges or 
face dismissal. If she proves them the four 
accused will have to go. 

Charges Verified by Letters. 

„Miss Itter's charges are corroborated in 
a general way by the mass of letters of com- 
plaint I have received,” said Mr. Bartzen, 
but she hampers the investigation by re- 
fusing to go into details. Slugging must 
stop, except where it is necessary in defense 
of the attendant’s life. Dr. Pecival is a 
competent manager, but it’s up to the com- 
mission to see if the employés are deceiving 
him.“ 

All of the accused made flat denials of 
the charges, said Dr. Peclval. One of 
them admitted giving a patient a cold shower 
bath on the advice of a physician. Elitker 
this or wrapping them ina cold water soaked 
blanket is sometimes good for a greatly dis- 
turbed patient.

WOUNDS WOMAN, SHOOTS SELF, 
IN PAW. PAW LAKE TRAGEDY. 


Henry Dehmen Quarrels with Sweet- 
heart—Corset Steel Saves Her Life— 
He Lies Dying in Hospital. 


The summer vacation of Henry Dehmer, 
san of WilHam Dehmer,, a retired merchant 
of Chicago, ended prematurely in tragedy 
at Paw Paw Lake early yesterday morning. 
Dehmer, who is 21 years old, sent a bultet 
through his body after making an attempt 
on the life of Miss Mary Peterson of Chicago. 

Efforts to suppress the identity of the wom- 
an in the case were so successful that she 
was smuggled on to a boat and slipped out 
of Benton Harbor last evening still uniden- 
tified. She was injured only slightly by the 
bullet from Dehmer’s revolver. The shot 
was defiected from a vital part of her body 
by a corset steel. She was hurt, but not 
seriously. 

Without waiting to see the effect of the shot 
he turned the revolver on himself and senta 
bullet through his body near the heart. Al- 
though the vital spot was missed by a nar- 
row margin, the wound will prove fatal, phy- 
sicians say. 

Dehmer is dying in Mercy hospital, Benton 
Harbor, fifteen miles away from Strong’s re- 
sort on Paw Paw Lake, the scene of the 


shooting.

“HIGH BROW FOSSILS” CAPTURE 
OFFICES IN AMATEUR PRESS. 


Breach in National Association Develops 
Into Warfare When Raid on Positions 


Is Made 


While the retiring president and secretary 
of the National Amateur Press association 
were lingering over their breakfasts at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning a new set of 
officers was elected. 

Word of the election of the new officials 
caused loud denouncements from Edward F.

“ You will have to ask Mr. Wayman about 
possible grand jury action,.“ he said. 

Race track visitors noticed that where the 
bettors were the thickest and deputy sheriffs 
were disinterested onlookers the prose- 
cutor’s scout also were to be seen keeping 
tab on the proceedings, 


Bet Behind Deputies’ Backs. 

Sherif Zimmer and his deputies failed for 
the second time to put a stop to the gambling. 

Although there were twenty deputies on 
duty at the track, assisted by as many Cicero 
policemen and private detectives employed 
by Tom Carey, the owner of the track, bet- 
ting on the ponies went on practically unin- 
terrupted from the time the first race was 
called till the last heat was run. 
The sheriff's force managed to arrest four 
men, said to have been caught in the act of 
placing bets on the races. These were taken 
to the Oak Park police station, where they 
were held till late last night, when they 
were released on bonds. 

Those arrested gave their names as follows: 

Emmanuel Marks Cadillac hotel, Twenty- 
second street and Wabash avenue.

The thousands of men who came to the 
track yesterday to ‘‘ buck the bookies” un- 
consciously furnished a new and intereet- 
ing card of entertainment to the other thou- 
sands who did not know how to wager « 
penny on a speed contest between horses. 
Time and again was the grand stand 
thrown into an uproar of excitement when 
some eagle eyed deputy sheriff flushed a 
covey of gamblers. Sometimes these efforts 
of the deputies even interfered with the races 
and made the innocent bystanders quite 
peeved. It was like watching a three ring 
circus. One was bound to miss something. 


Bet Behind Deputies’ Bachs. 
The great game of the day was furnished 
by the gamblers and the deputy sheriffs. Out 
of the 18.000 people who crowded the grand 
stand, the paddock and other available space 
in the neighborhood of the start and finish 
line, it is safe to say that some 4,000 played 
the good old games of “ hide-and-go-seek,"’ 
„blind man’s bluff, and “puss in the cor- 
ner, with the officers of the law. It added 
zest to the sport of gambling to creep up 
behind a deputy and exchange the money 
right under his coat tails, The arrests which 
took place about the middle of the afternoon 
did not produce the slightest check on the 
gambling. 

The gamesters entered into the sport of 
„playing with the deputies and other offi- 
cers in the park so thoroughly that he was 
considered a piker who did not place his 
bets when some functionary of the law was 
within hailing distance. A whole regiment 
of deputy sheriffs could not have stopped 
the making of prices and the laying of bets. 
The crowd had the “ betting spirit.“ 

Most of the Bets Small. 
The bets were mostly small. One middle 
aged man in a silk shirt and vivid trousers 
said that the biggest bet he had heard of 
during the day was $50. The average bets, 
he said with an air of great authority, did 
not exceed $10. 7 

“The boys are sore about the prices, he 

said. They are outrageous. Why, it’s a 
300 per cent book, and there are no big bets 
made at such odds. I'll bet my hat that the 
$50 deal was a ‘mind bet,’ and a half a 
dozen or more making up the sum.”’ 
Deputy Sheriff Charles W. Peters, who 
was in charge of the sheriff's froce at the 
track, sald that he had caught Marks, Howe, 
and Miller at a table in the rear of the 
grandstand, settling their wagers. Deputies 
Torpe and Driscoll arrested Holden.

that the whole question of the guilt of the 
dghty-four steel magnates indicted by the 


federal grand jury here on the charge of crim- 


mal violation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
will turn upon the construction of the law. 

Apparently the defense which will be inter- 
posed wil) be that the combination or pool 
was not organized for the purpose of re- 

gtraining trade, but simply to put an end 
fo competition, which had become deadly. 
It will be claimed that this was a competition 
which, if continued, would have ruined some 
of the steel and wire companies. 

It is also said that it can be shown that 
after this dangerous competition was ended 
there followed considerable increase of 
trade, so that the combination, while it did 
put an end to competition, did not in fact 
restrain trade. : 

The governmént appears to be convinced, 
however, that the combination was in re- 
straint both of trade and of competition. If 
it can prove its ease it may send eighty-four 
men to prison. 


0. H. Platt’s Friend a Defendant. 
Were Orville H. Platt, for thirty years one 
of the senators representing Connecticult 
fn the federal senate and esteemed one of the 
gtatest intellects of that body, now living. 
would be his comment when he learned 
that his personal friend of many years’ stand- 
Charles F. Brooker, vice president of the 
greatest brass concern in the United States, 

was one of the indicted men in this case? 
‘Senator Platt, able a politician as he was, 
@atesman as he showed himself to be, was 
always thought by many of his friends to be 
disposed to be a little too severe in measur- 
= standards of integrity and personal char- 


er. 

e was almost puritanic in his judgments. 
He was a keen reader of men, and he never 
permitted himself association at all intimate 
with any person whose standard of morals 
or of business conduct did not square with 
the senator's own conception of what the 
conduct of a Christian gentleman should be. 


Pointed Out Defect Bill. 

‘The senator was a member of the upper 
house of congress at the time the Sherman 
anti-trust law was under consideration. He 
was the senator who pointed out what he re- 
garded as the most grievous defect in the 
bili—namely: that it prohibited not only re- 
straints of trade, but also restraints of com 
petition. 

He made it clear to the senate that there 
might be restraints of competition which 
would be wholly healthful and would serve 
greatly to increase trade. And it was upon 
his suggestion that the senate so amended 
the bill as to make illegal only combinationr 
in restraint of trade. 

It was partly because of the recommends- 
tion of Senator Platt that Mr. Brooker took an 
active interest In politics, and became a mem- 
ber of the natonal Republican committee. 


3 Proud of Brooker’s Success. 
Senator Platt often spoke of Mr. Brookér 
as one of the ablest business men whom it 
had ever been his privilege to know. The 
senator was proud of the fact that Mr. Brook- 


er had so developed the manufacture of brass 


as to make Connecticut the leading state in 
that product. It would appear incredible to 
Senator Platt, were he living, that Brooker 
could knowingly have been guilty of a crim- 
inal violaton of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
The brass manufacturer has been indicted 
however, two true bills being found against 
bim, and in conspicuous company. When 
pleas are offered to the indictment, Mr. 
Brooker will find himself standing beside one 


’ of the Roeblings, beside Erskine Hewitt, son 


of the late Mayor Abram S. Hewitt, and 
grandson of Petér Cooper. Mr. Brooker also 
will stand beside Herbert L. Satterlee, son- 
in-law of J. P. Morgan. ‘ 
The federal government must have been 
firmly convinced that it had testimony which 


not only justified indictment, but also would 


assure conviction of criminal acts under the 
Sherman law performed by these promnent 
men of business. 

District Attorney Wise is quoted as having 
ald that if he secures conviction he will urge 
upon the court not merely infliction of a 
fine, but also a prison sentence. 

It is not easy to picture the effect of the 
Sending to prison of men of the character of 
Charies F. Brooker or Herbert L. Satterlee. 
And yet there is no doubt that District At- 


torney Wise is entirely justified in demanding, 


that, if these indicted men are convicted, a 
Sentence of penal servitude be imposed upopr 
them. To ask a mere fine in such a case would 
be ridiculous. : i

Heat in Corn Belt Breaks All 


| Records; Spring Wheat 
: Still in Danger. 


Holders Are Not Disposing 
of Cereal. 


With no important change in weather con- 
ditions over the grain belts over the holiday 
the session on the board of trade today will 


certainty. There were many sensational re- 
| ports concerning the condition of the corn 
crop, and it was reported to be flring in many 
sections on account of the extreme heat and 
insufficient moisture. It was pointed out by 
many farmers that there were no precedents 
to go by at this season of the year in the way 
of even guessing as to the probability of rain 
or how long the hot spell will last. 

Weather conditions are breaking all records 
and there is now grave apprehension con- 
cerning the outcome of the crops. It is said 
that the situation has now gone beyond the 
stage where it is merely a matter of specu- 


alarmed. Fortunately the winter whéat har- 
vest is well under way and to a large extent 
out of the way of the blistering heat, but the 
spring wheat is still in a dangerous position, 
although at the moment the principal damage 
in connection with this cereal] has been 
in South Dakota. But it will be remem- 
bered that a year ago there was disastrous 
damage in North Dakota and Minnesote. 
While these sections have flattering pros- 
pects at the moment, there is plenty. of time 
for drought conditions to spread. 


Corn Damage Increases. 

In a good many sections corn is sald to be 
heading short and the stalks are hardening. 
Such reports come from Nebraska, Kansas. 
and parts of Iowa. This has frightened the 
farmers and they have stopped selling their 
old grain. In Oklahoma the heat has been 
so intense that, literally speaking „rain in 
that state has been burned toacrisp. 

It was only a few weeks ago that there 
promised to be the largest crop of all grainr 
raised in this country, especially corn, but 
now the reverse is imminent unless the 
drought is soon broken. In other words, the 
country is Mable to lose the biggest crop in 
its history. 

Millers give the same monotonous report 
on the flour situation that they have given 
for many weeks past. The general situation 
may be outlined in a few words—that is, that 
dealers are buying flour only as/heir de- 
pleted stocks require, and then M compara- 
atively small lots. This means that the 
weekly flour sales, not only of spring wheat 
millers, but of all combined, just about 
amount to the weekly consumption. A few 
mills with an established trade run heavier 
than this, while many mills are operating a 
smaller eg city. 

Contract Stocks Larger.

Action of Senate on Measures Passed 
by House Insisted On. 


Washington, D. C., July 4.—Passage of the 
Canadian reciprocity bill unamended will 
constitute the sole tariff legislation at this 
session of congress, in view of most of the in- 
surgent Republican senators, despite the de- 
mand for other tariff reductions, 

An informal conference of the insurgents 
will be held as soon as the absemtees return 
to Washington, which will be in the next few 
days. 

Notwithstanding the! proposed amending 
program of Messrs. Cummins of Iowa, La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin, and others of the in- 
surgents, who believe they reflect the views 
of their wing of the party. expressed the 
opinion today thet the reciprocity bill will 
be passed about Aug 1, the wooland free list 
bills voted down or carried over to the regular 
session, and that congress will adjourn quick- 
ly after disposing of reciprocity. 


Insists on Senate Action. 

Speaker Clark is one of the few members of 
either house who braved the heat in the al- 
most deserted capital today, and he ven- 
tured the guess that congress would ad- 
journ about Sept. 1. 

But it’s only a guess,” he cautioned. “I 
don’t believe the house has the slightest dis- 
position to adjourn until the senate acts on
